I suggested, however, that the Senator avoid the use of the word "surprise" in 
either a positive or negative sense since this almost seemed to have specific 
i nte l ligence connotation^ / We also discussed ways in which the Senator might 
handle proposaTFlor disclosing intelligence budget figures and the question of 
the Lack of CIA Subcommittee hearings for a considerable period of time prior 
to Senator Symington's scheduling of a meeting during Stennis' hospitalization. 

I also recommended that Stennis avoid any references to Agency involvement 
in the break in of Ellsberg's psychiatrist's office. (I cited the u n f ortunate 
reports of Stennis 1 remarks on this subject at his first press conference following 
his release from the hospital. )
